From a private source, I have 
jott learned that our old brother 
Joseph M. Thomas has fallen 
asleep, and by request I will give 
the readers of theEVAHOKLiSTtbe 
benefit of my knowledge of Bro. 
Thomas, as a citizen, a neighbor 
and as a Christian gentleman. 

Joseph M. Thomas was one ot 
the nine (9) sons of Michael and 
Anna Thomas. He was born in 
Fayette County, Pa., Nov. 26th, 
1807. Died in Adams County, 
Ohio, January 29th, 1888. Aged 
80 years, 2 months, and 8 days. 

Thus passed away one with 
whom I was intimately acquaint- 
ed for 37 years, and in all those 
years we never differed to my 
recollections in the least degree, 
in religion, in church polity, in 
morals nor in politics. At our 
last meeting in 1880, we talked 
about these peculiar facts, pecu- 
liar because we both had the 
uame of being somewhat conten- 
tious, and we concluded that our 
peculiar harmony of views wat 
owing to the tact that both were 
honest, and willing to allow all 
men the enjoyment ot their natur- 
al rights, without question as to 
their motive. So long as such 
exercise and enjoyment ot rights 
did not abridge any other per- 
son's rights. 

Bro. Thomas raised a large 
family, in Fayette Co., Pa., and 
in the year 1863, he moved to 
Adams Co., Ohio, where his com- 
panion preceded him to the 
spirit world some years ago. He 
was a member and deacon in the 
German Baptist chorch for over 
half a century. Bat he con- 
demned the polity of that church 
in the vehemence of his soul after 
the Arnold's Grove A. M., and 
he lived after that time in full 
accord with the polity of the 
Brethren church, in whose faith 
he died in triumphant hope of a 
blessed immortality. "An hon- 
est man is the noblest work of 
God." Buch was bnther Thorn 
as. He had fixed and well defin- 
ed principles and was always 
ready to express them. 

Always a strong advocate of 
total abstinence from all intoxi- 
cating drink; always an uncom 
promising enemy to human 
bondage in the shape of the Af- 
rican slavery of the South ; al- 
ways on the tide of human free- 
dom and progress, and in his 
very nature could do no other 
way than condemn the Arnold's 
Grove acta of 1882. But bis work 
is done ; with him the light is 
over. Another good man gone 
to his reward. Oh let as also be 
ready when the Lord comes, 
"whether it be morn or night."

Does it sound well for a 
people who profess so much love 
for the Bible to talk about prov- 
ing things by the Bible with an
